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absolve the owner from liability, if he knew of its disposition to commit such 
injuries, or knew enough of its habits to convince a man of ordinary prudence of 
its inclination to commit them. 



Infants' Contracts — Pleading. — To maintain an action against an infant 
for the value or food and lodging furnished to it, it is held, in Goodman v. Alex- 
ander (N. Y. ), 55 L. E. A. 781, not to be necessary to state in the declaration 
that defendant had no father, or other person standing in loco parentis who could 
support it, either at common law or under a statute requiring the complaint to 
contain a plain and concise statement of the facts constituting the cause of action. 



Stkeet Kailways — Negligence — Injury to Passenger by Strikers. — 
A street railway company is held in Fewings v. Mendenhall (Minn. ), 55 L. B. A. 
713, not to be guilty of negligence in attempting to operate its cars during a 
strike of its employees unless the conditions are such that it ought to know that 
it cannot do so and at the same time guard from violence, by the exercise of the 
utmost care on its part, those who accept its implied invitation to become passen- 
gers. 

Corporations — Waste or Assets — Liability of Directors. — Directors of 
a corporation are held, in Bosworth v. Allen (N. Y. ), 55 L. E. A. 751, to be 
charged with the duties of trustees, and to be liable to account in equity, the 
same as ordinary trustees for a violation of their duty resulting in waste of the 
assets by the corporation, injury to its property, or unlawful gain to themselves. 

A note to this case reviews the authorities on liability of the directors of a 
corporation to the corporation. 



Parent and Child — Agreement to Commit to Another. — A father who 
has committed the custody of his infant child to another person by agreement to 
be maintained and cared for, which agreement has been acted upon by such 
other person, is held in Fletcher -v. Hickman (W.Va.), 55 L. E. A. 896, to be 
bound by the agreement, unless he can show that the change of custody will 
plainly promote the child's welfare.

Municipal Corporations — Legislative Control. — An unconstitutional 
deprivation of local self-government is held in Bedell v. Moores (Neb.), 55 L. E. 
A. 740, not to be made by a statute creating a board of fire and police commis- 
sioners for cities of the metropolitan class, and placing power of appointment 
thereto in the governor, since the power to create municipal corporations which 
is vested in the legislature implies the power to impose upon them such limita- 
tions as the legislature may see fit. 



Physicians — Uniformity of Laws — Discrimination. — A legislative enact- 
ment which discriminates against osteopathists, by requiring them to hold diplo- 
mas from a college which requires four years of study as a condition to their 
obtaining limited certificates, which will not permit them to prescribe drugs or 
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perform surgery, while not requiring such time of study from those contemplat- 
ing the regular practice as a condition to their obtaining unlimited certificates, 
is held, in Slate v. Oravett (Ohio), 55 L. R. A. 791, to be void. 



Right op Governor to Veto Part op a Bill. — Under a constitutional 
power to disapprove of any item or items of an appropriation bill, the executive 
is held, in Com. v. Barnett (Pa.), 55 L. R. A. 882, to have the right to disap- 
prove one or more of the subdivisions of a clause making appropriations for 
schools, by which the amount is distributed among separate designated schools 
or educational interests, either as to the beneficiary, or as to the amount, and 
approve the residue. 

With this case is a note as to the power to veto part only of a statute. 



Spendthrift Trusts — Agreement Between Beneficiary and Trustees. 
An agreement between the beneficiary of a spendthrift trust and the trustees by 
which he becomes entitled to a certain portion of the income absolutely, when 
by the terms of the instrument creating the trust the question whether any sum 
should be paid to the benefieiary, and, if so, what amount, and under what cir- 
cumstances, was left to the discretion of the trustees, is held, in Murphy v. De- 
lano (Me.), 55 L. B. A. 727, to be void, and not to bring the specified income 
within the reach of creditors. See Hutchinson v. Maxtcell, 7 Va. Law Reg. 785, 
and note. 



Constitutional Law — Revision of Code. — The power to revise, without 
republication, a code of civil procedure to the extent of amending over 400 sec- 
tions, repealing nearly 100, adding many new ones, and changing section num- 
bers and headings, is denied in Lewis v. Dunne (Cal. ), 55 L. R. A. 833, where 
the Constitution provides that no law shall be revised or amended by reference 
to its title, but in such case the act revised shall be re-enacted and published 
at length as revised or amended. 

With this case is a note reviewing the authorities on the power of the legisla- 
ture to enact a code or compilation of laws or amend many or undesignated sec- 
tions thereof by a single statute.

Banes and Banking — National Banes — Usury. — Under the provisions 
of sections 5197, 5198 of the Revised Statutes of the United States, usurious inter- 
est, actually paid to a national bank, cannot, in action by the bank upon the debt, 
be applied in satisfaction of the principal. Congress having prescribed, as the 
penalty for taking usurious interest that the person paying the same may receive 
twice the amount in an action of debt, he can resort to no other form of proceed- 
ure. The remedy is exclusive, and the State courts can neither add to the 
penalty nor apply any remedy other than that as prescribed. Charleston Nat. 
Bank v. Bradford (W.Va.), 41 S. E. 153. Citing Driesbach v. Bank, 104 U. S. 
52 ; Stevens v. Bank, 111 U. S. 197 ; Bank v. Boykn, 26 W.Va. 554, 52 Am. 
Rep. 113.
